Mr. Dayan, addressing newsmen 
here, was at loss to explain 
why the pilot of the plane had de- 
elded to act in the manner he did. 
He hoped that once the “black 
box” had been found, or when the 
co-pilot had recovered sufficiently 
to give his version of the story, 
the pilot's “incomprehensible he- 
haviour" would be clarified. 

He said that if an Israeli plot acted 
in 8 similar way, and somehow 
managed to return safely to Israel, 
‘he would be court-martiailed. Israel 
pilots have sta.ding orders, he said, 
to follow orders from the military 
authortties: when in enemy territory, 
and not to endanger the passengers. 

He hoped these orders would be 
enforced by all nations, so as to 
ensure that similar tragedies would 
be prevented In the future. 


HAD NO OPTION 

The Defence Minister said that he 
for one could not say if any dam- 
age had been caused to the security 
of the state by the Libyan plane at 
the time {t was forced to land. But 
the plane had behaved in a most 
suspicious manner over what is per- 
haps the most sensitive 
area in the country, leaving the 
military authorities no option but to 
force the plane to land 

From the way the pilot behaved, 
he said, the only logical conclusion 
was that he had hostile intentions. 
Had the incident not happened over 
the Suez Canal, but over Lod Alr- 
port, things may have been differ- 
ent, he said. 

Mr. Dayan assured an audience 
of some 200 newsmen representing 
ali major international xnetworks 
and newspapers that Israel would 
cooperate fully with the competent 
international bodies in clarifying 
the incident, and would place all 
technical assistance possible at the 
disposal of these organizations. 
Should the military attaches of any 
embassy in Israel wish to investi- 
gate the incident, they too would 

6 granted all possible assistance. 

Israel had not prepared for, and 
did not expect, any reprisal raids 
from the Arab countries over what 
happened, Mr. Dayan said. 

He said that it was his personal 
conviction that Israel should not 
offer any compensation to the fa- 
milies of the deceased since the 
only one to blame was the captain 
of the aircraft — who through his 
irrational behaviour was responsi- 
ble for the deaths of the passengers. 

"I see no reason at all why we 
should be placed in the position of 
the guilty party," he concluded.

Plane tragedy in Sinai 


‘victory’ for terrorists

Expression of regret over the 
loss of innocent lives — and be- 
wilderment over the inexplicable 


| actions of the captain of the Lib- 


yan airliner — were voiced yester- 
day by Israeli leaders.. 

Miniater-without-Portfolio Yisrael 
Galli expressed the profound grief 
of Israel's people and government 
over the Libyan plane crash. “This 
is a dreadful outcome of the sifua- 
tion of war and terrorism imposed 
on our country for many years,” 
he tokd The Jerusalem Post. 

“Tt might be described as a kind 
of victory for the terrorists,” Mr. 
Gali said, “whose criminel de- 
signs, especially of ete, oblige us 
to a deepening and stringent aiert- 
ness towards any aircraft penetrat- 
ing sensitive military zones.” The 
Minister made this statement after 
his interview with The Post (in to- 
day's Weekend Magazine), which 
was held before news of the Libyan 
plane crash was known. 

Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren ex- 
pressed his grief at the death of 
innocent civiliams on the plane. He 
said human life was the supreme 


. value in Jewish thinking, because 


every human being wes moulled in 
the image of God 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yitz- 
hak Ben-Aharon cabled the inter- 
national Transport Workers’ Fede- 
Yation to express “deep sorrow at 
the tragedy resulting from war 
tension.” He added that he hoped 
the tragedy would serve to “stress 
the urgent need for peace in our 
war-ridden region.” 

The president of the Israe! Pilots' 


Union, Captain Yitzhak Shaked, said 
in a cable sent tc the International 
Federation of Airline Pilot Assocta- 
tions (IFALPA) that he was 
“puzzled at the inexplicable actions 
of the Libyan aircraft captain.” 
But he assured the Federation that 
“any aircraft innocently entering 
Israeli airspace would be inter- 
cepted and directed to a safe land~- 
ing. where crew and passengers 
would be treated according to inter- 
national law.” 

Transport Minister Shimon Peres 
stressed at a Labour Party meeting 
in Beit Ber! last night that the 
incident proved once more that 8 
clear distinction must be made be- 
tween civil aviation aud the terror 
actions perpetrated by Arab organi- 
zations. “These actions have gained 
the support of several Arab states 
— ‘including Libya.“ he said. He 
noted that the terrorists have re- 
cently threatened to crash a plane 
on one of the heavily populated 
urban centres in Israel, “in order 
to wreak havoc and destruction.” 

This fact had created a most op- 
pressing and difficult atmosphere, the 
Minister added. “There are Inter- 
national rules governing such inci- 
dents as occurred in Sinai on Wed- 
nesday. and they include the logic 
cf the last resort — when the plane 
dees not heed warnings and in- 
structions.” 

In Tel Aviv, Rakah (the New 
Communist List) yesterday sharply 
criticized the Army’s commando 
operation against terrorist bases in 
Lebanon and the Libyan plane 
crash, tying them up together as 
“criminal acts of aggression.” 


Israel diplomats braced 
for foreign criticism

The Foreign Ministry sent Israel's 
envoys, as background material, a 
copy of columnist Jack Anderson's 
artick im the “Washington Post” 
on January 12, in which he predicted 
a .Kamikaze-type suicide raid -by 
Arab terrorists on an Israeli city. 
“The terrorists are plotting to hi- 
jack a plane and crash it into 
the heart of bustling Tel Aviv,” he 
wrote, The information had come 
through intercepting secret terrorist 
radio messages, he said. 

Israel diplomats will also stress 
that the Air Force pilots acted ac- 
cording ito international air pro- 
cedures, and did all they could to 
bring the plane's intrusion into Is- 
rael airspace to @ peaceful end.

Seven survive Sinai crash 


‘Don’t know why pilot 
ignored the signals’ 


By HERBERT BEN-ADI 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
BEERSHEBA. — A French steward 
— one of the seven survivors in 
the crash of the Libyan Boeing 727 
in the Slnai desert Wednesday after- 
noon — told newsmen yesterday 
he did not know why the pilot had 
ignored the signals of the Israeli 
jets which intercepted the airliner. 
He said he had seen the Israeli 
Planes signalling to the Boeing. 

Speaking from his hospital bed 
at the Soroka Medical Centre 
«formerly Negev Central Hospital), 
Jean-Pierre Burdat said about 15 
minutes had passed between the 
first contact with the Israeli jets 
and the time he felt “two rockets" 
hit the plane. 

“I was in the back of the plane,” 
the grey-haired, 40-year-old steward 
seid slowly and painfully, “... and 
1 didn’t know what was happening. 
It was my understanding that the 
radio was functioning, but the 
compass was out of order.” 

Mr. Burdat sald when the’ plane 
hit the ground “everything broke 
up. I found myself about 50 metres 
from the plane with a broken thigh. 
The plane was enveloped in flames 
and I started to crawl away from 
the debris ... I didn't want to stay 
near the plane because I feared the 
wind might shift and I would be 
burned. 

“When I was taken to the hos- 
pital, I didn’t know what was hap- 
pening to me; but here I am being 
treated excellently,” the steward 
said He added he had pains in the 
feet, stomach and head. 

Two of ‘the mine passengers and 
crew members evacuated alive from 
the wreckage died yesterday morn- 
ing in hospital. Both of them were 
women. Qne was still unidentified; 
the other was a French stewardess, 
identified only es “Miss Jinoux."

Co-pilot el-Mehdi was mumbling 
deliriously when mewsmen approa- 
ched his hospital bed. Interrupted 
from time to time by aurses giving 
him drinks, he sald in broken 
English. 

“They circle the plane and fired...

Asked by this re- 
porter why the pilot didn't nnd as 
instructed, he replied, “We were 
Jate.

The Egyptian passenger, el-

Police recover 
IL.

Fighting in Laos 
despite cease-fire 


VIENTIANE (UPI). — .A cease- 
fire throughout Laos began yester- 
day but fighting was reported 
across the country three hours 
after it took effect. 

There was πὸ immediate confir- 
mation that U.S. bombing stopped 
when the government madio 8π- 
mounced the cease-fre had started 
at noon yesterday (7 a.m. Israel 
time) but at 3 p.m. military sourcea 
said Royal Laotian Air Force T28 
jet Aghters were still flying bomb- 
ing and strafing missions in north 
Laos, and military reports said “the 
usu! mibtary activity” was still 
going on in the south. 

Half an hour after the truce took 
effect, acting Defence Minister SI- 
souk Na Champassak went on na- 
όσα radio to order all government 
troops to strictly observe the agree- 
ment. At the same time, the Com- 
munist Pathet Lao radio ordered 
Hs troops to stop fighting. 

But Sisouk also warmed Laotian 
troops ito prepare themselves {to re- 
sist any Communist offensive and 
te hold ternitery under their con- 
trol at any cost. 

Regarding the Vietnam cease-fire, 
the U.S. accused Communist truce 
team members of stalling yesterday 
and the Communists issued a de- 
tunciation’ of allied conduct since 
the January 28 truce. 


The South Vietnamese command 
accused ithe Communists of 133 
truce violations in the 24 hours end- 
ing at 6am. yesterday. This was to 
take place in the next five days. 

The Saigon command said 9,204 
Vietnamese on both sides have been 
killed in nearly four weeks of the 
cease-fire, including 98 in the 24 
hours ending st noon yesterday. 


Military and diplomatic sources ; 


sald, meanwhile, that the mext ex- 
change of prisoners of wer, pérhaps 
to include about 100 Americans, will 
‘take place in the next five days. 

In addition, 1,000 South Vietna- 
mese and 7,000 North Vietnamese 
and ‘Vietcong prisoners were sche- 
duled to be freed by Tuesday. 

South Vietnamese President Ngu- 
yen Van Thieu claimed yesterday 
the Communist side continues fight- 
ing in Vietwam despite the cease- 
fire in order to control larger popu- 
lations and more votes in future 
elections. 

“The Communists have reason to 
‘continue to fight beaause they need 
to have more people, more hamlets, 
to prepare for ithe future elec- 
tions," Mr. ‘Thieu told newsmen 
after addressing a political rally at 
Thu Duc, just outside Saigon. "That's 
ithe reason why they continue to 
fight, to get more hamlets, more

o-ahead for India’ 
water grid plan

NEW DELHI. — India has been 
given the go-shead signal from U.N. 
experts for a gigantic national water 
grid. The grid is planned to control 
drought and flood, which cause tre- 
mendous losses to farmers every 
year, and will irrigate nearly Τὸ 
million hectares of farmland when 

completed in about 30 years. 

The $13,000m. project will also 
create a few thousand kilometres 
of pew canals for inland transport. 
It is the brainchild of Dr. KL. Reo, 
Irrigation anc Power Minister, who 
is an engineer by training. 

The experts, sent here from New 
York to report on a scheme a 
commission of Indian engineers had 
drafted for the Irrigation Ministry, 
sey It ts technically sound. More 
important, they say the project is 
essential to meet the country's re- 
quirements of water by the end of 
the 20th century. 

Dr. Rao will soon introduce ἃ 
bili In Parliament to declare water 
& national asset, This is necessary 
to prevent state governments and 
private interests from raising legal 
obstructions to the scheme. 

The new law will cover ali water 
resources, including snow and 
ground-water. The experts have re- 
ported that methods of inducing 
rain hold out much promise in 
areas of the country where super- 
clouds .exist. They say salty and 
brackish water should be treated to 
increase the flow in irrigation 
channels. 

Technical ald for the project has 
already been pledged under the U.N, 
Development Programme, and the 
World Bank is said to be showing 
interest tn financing it. 

Its core is a system of canals 


will Enk the 2,325-kilometre Ganges 
with the Mahanadi to irrigate the 
cyclone-prone plains along the west- 
erly shore of the Bay of Bengal. 
Inciuding the Brahmaputra, 
which rises in southwestern Tibet 
and ftows 2,550 kilometres into the 
Bay of Bengal, involves the co- 
operation of Bangladesh. The first 
step in this direction has been 
taken with the decision of the 
Indian and Bangladesh governments 
in April 1072 to set up a permanent 
joint river commission. 
The U.N. experts have 
the Indien Government to form a 
central water authority to manage 
the undertaking, with full responsi- 
bility for directing all aspects of 
water use, including irrigation, 
transport and generating electricity. 
The experts have mapped 8 
τὸ year schedule of operations, start- 
ing In the summer of 1972, They 
calculate that, by 1974, a survey of 
all the available supplies of water 
to the nation would be completed, 
together with estimates of future 
demand for water. Detailed estf- 
mates of the cost of the scheme 
should be ready by 1976, and con- 
struction of the link canals should 
begin the following year, 


The experts say the main canal 
links should go into operation be- 
tween 1982 and 19913, Navigation is 
a very important function of these 
canals, and they should be parti- 
cularly attractive to heavy, low- 
value, long-haul bulk cargoes which 
overburden the railway and road 
systems.

Communist bloc steps 
in to aid Chile

SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI). The 
Soviet Union, China and other 
Communist-bloc nations are coming 
to the reseue of Chile, which is 
facing the ‘worst balance of pay- 
ments crisis in its history. 

In the last three months, Chile's 
leftist government has signed trad? 
and credit agreements for more than 
$200m. with Marxist countries of 
Europe and Asia. 

The accords range from a $48m. 
interest-free credit from China to a 
$Sm. technical assistance grant 
from North Korea, the Pyongyang 
Government's first in Latin America. 

Most analysts agree that the 
Communist bloc economic interest 
in Chile has a bigger dollar value 
than any other Latin American 


mation except Cuba. The University . 


of Chile Beonomies Department said 
recently thet the $382m. payments 
deficit last year “represents a dis- 
equilibrium of a magniture never 
before reached in Chilean foreign 
commerce.” 

‘The university predicted that this 
year's trade deficit would soar to st 
least $450m., making it “one of the 
Government's gravest problems."

‘was at the least a reckless act of 
Killing of civilians, and as such in- 
excusable, even if, in contrast to 
the murders of which Israel has 
been the victim, it was not wholly 
premeditated.”

“The 
captain, presumably acting on strict 
expliclt or general instructions from 
the Libyan government, was offering 
extreme provocation and deliberately 
courting disaster.” 

The Soviet news agency said the 
incident represented a “dangerous 
escalation of brigandage in the 
Middle East." 

The agency also accused “Ameri- 
can imperialist circles” of inciting 
Israel to “new crimes and new acta 
of aggression,” by giving the Jewish 
state military, economic and political 
support. Soviet commentators con-

Sir, — Many of us whoare deep- 
ly concerned with the need for 
greater brotherhood and under- 
Standing between Jews and Chris- 
tlanswere grateful for the sound 
wisdom. of so much of your editorial 
“Chureh and Conversion" February 
18). The fervour of impetuous 
Christians and the furore of impe- 
tuous Jews, whatever their right or 
wrong convictions may be, should 
not be allowed to dictate the rela- 
tions of Israel to Christians, or 
vice versa. 


In my opinion, it is unfortunate 
that many Christian groups think 
of their representatives in Israel as 
“missionaries,” even if it is true, 
as history teaches us, that this title 
and the practice of proselytism are 
firmly rooted in the Jewish thought 
and practice of the Second Temple 
period. The word “missionary” is 
the Latin equivalent of the ancient 
Hebrew word “shalich” or “meshu- 
lah” and Christians took over the 
idea of proselytism (giyur) from 
their Jewish ancestors, ut for 
many yeara the term “missionary” 
has been equated with the Christian 

whose task it hag been 
to bring education, healing, and the 
Bible to pagan societies. 


In thts sense no Christian can be 
a missionary to Jews. Jews are not 
pagans. Rather, as Maimonides in- 
sisted, Christianity's missionary 
activity is to bring the pagan peoples 
to Israel's God. A much greater 
danger for Israel] than overzealous 
young Christians, Jewish or non- 
Jewish, is the danger that Christians 
will reject their Jewish heritage. 
Many so-called Christiana in Hitler's 
Reich attempted to expunge every 
reference in the New Testament to 
Jews and anything that even 
“sounded Jewish” in Christian his- 
tory. 

Israelis need to be reminded that 
the “Jews for Jesus" pose a chal- 
lenge for the structured Christian
